Report of Selectmen 


To the Inhabitants and Voters of Town of Milan: 


This report appears as a new item in your 1952 Annual Report. 
Its purpose is twofold (1) to acquaint the people with some of the 
important matters acted upon by the Board of Selectmen during 
the past year, and (2) to briefly explain the Warrant and proposed 
Budget for the ensuing year 1953. 


Administrative. Several of you have received payroll checks from 
the Town during 1952 and have undoubtedly noticed that these 
were different from the regular checks used to pay approved 
vouchers. This change resulted from a decision by the Director 
of Internal Revenue to the effect that the Town must cooperate 
in collecting withholding tax and to make quarterly returns to 
the Director. Therefore, after considerable study a payroll system 
was adopted. Approved payrolls are submitted to Miss Hancock, 
Town Clerk, who computes the withholding tax, if any, prepares 
the checks, and makes the quarterly returns. The checks after 
signatures are mailed to the recipients by the Town Treasurer. 
You can readily see the Town Clerk and Treasurer inherited 
additional work, which was in part compensated for by salary 
increases of $50 and $25 respectively, to the Clerk and Treasurer. 
This system, after being in effect less than a year, has proved 
successful and more satisfactory than the one previously used. 


Town Officers. There were two resignations received from elected 
Town Officers during the past year. 


1. In July, Mr. E. J. Peabody tendered his resignation as 
Selectman and this vacancy was left open until November at 
which time the remaining Selectmen appointed Mr. Peabody back 
to the Board. This appointment expires at the annual meeting in 
March 1953 and therefore, necessitates the election, by the voters, 
of two Selectmen. 


2. In August, Mr. H. D. Hodgdon submitted his resignation 
as Road Agent, West Side. Mr. Percy Doucette was appointed, 
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effective September Ist, to fill this unexpired term, and in this 
Capacity served as the only Road Agent for the Town. 


Cedar Pond Dam. In August of 1952, the Selectmen received a 
petition signed by 62 cottage owners at Cedar Pond respectfully 
requesting operation of the Dam to lower the water in the Pond 
after Labor Day. The petitioners were granted a hearing which 
was held on September 17th at the Selectmen’s Office. Those 
present were the petitioners, the Selectmen, Messrs. E. J. Reichert, 
Attorney representing the Town, and Leonard Frost, Chief engi- 
neer, New Hampshire Water Resources Board. The results of 
this hearing can be condensed into four main points as follows: 


1. The dam was built by the Cottage Owners and illegally 
accepted by vote of the Town. 


2. The dam is on Town property and is, therefore, owned by 
the Town. 


3. The Town (or anyone else except the State) has no right 
to lower the natural level of the Pond to accommodate some cot- 
tage owners. 


4. The Town can take action to turn the dam (in good repair) 
over to the State which does have the power to lower the level of 
the Pond if it is found to be desirable or necessary. 


The Selectmen, acting for the Town, petitioned the New 
Hampshire Water Resources Board to accept this dam under its 
general powers and thereafter to manage the level of Cedar Pond 
for the best interest of the public. The Water Resources Board 
by letter dated November 26, 1952 notified the Selectmen that they 
would accept the dam, subject to further inspection and subject 
to the approval of the Governor and Council. A formal deed will 
be executed by the Selectmen, for the Town, if such action is 
authorized by the voters of the Town at the March 1953 town 
meeting. 

This dam has been and will continue to be a source of aggra- 
vation to the Town as long as it remains in its possession. An 
Article in the Warrant proposes the transfer of the Dam to the 
Water Resources Board, which is believed to be for the best 
interest of the Town. 


Milan Hill Road. Many of the Town’s people, including the Select- 
men, were of the opinion that 1952 would see Milan Hill Road 
completed. This belief originated from verbal information by offi- 
cials of the State Highway Department a year or so ago. How- 
ever, as construction developed in 1952 it became evident that the 
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money appropriated was insufficient to complete the unfinished 
link. In an effort to stretch construction as far as possible the 
Selectmen accompanied by Dwight Stiles, met with officials of the 
Highway Department and succeeded in having the rigid specifica- 
tion cut comparable to the previous construction on this road, 
thereby extending the construction considerably. An additional 
appropriation of $1,250 is, however, required to complete the road 
in 1953. The State has verbally agreed to prosecute this construc- 
tion as soon as possible, pending the appropriation of funds. This 
amount must be raised in order for the Town to be eligible for 
lek Huinds, 


Town Dump. Both the town dumps have been kept in fair and 
accessible condition during 1952. This policy should continue 
mainly on account of sanitary reasons. However, keeping the 
dumps accessible and clean, required several bulldozings and burn- 
ings causing a considerable overrun on a percentage basis. Resi- 
dents and users could cooperate in reducing maintenance costs 
by throwing their refuse over the banks, thereby nearly eliminat- 
ing the need of bulldozers. If misuse of the dumps continues, an 
article will be placed in a future Warrant for permission to levy 
fines against the violators. It is hoped that the users cooperate 
and dump the refuse over the banks in the future, thereby elimi- 
nating the necessity for such an article. The amount shown in the 
proposed budget for Town Dumps should be raised to insure 
adequate dumping facilities and sanitary protection. 


Chickwolnepy Bridge. A final payment of $691.20, due on the 
Chickwolnepy Bridge in 1951, was made to the State in April 1952. 
This bill was the financial responsibility of the Town, but there 
was no appropriation made in the last annual meeting to cover 
the item. The Selectmen, therefore, borrowed this amount for one 
year under authority, by vote of the Town, to borrow a sufficient 
amount to complete payment of the bridge. In 1953, the Town 
should raise an additional $691.20 or a total of $1,691.20 for pay- 
ment on the long term debt. 


Stearns Brook Bridge. At present the existing bridge over Stearns 
Brook on East Side Road is a temporary Bailey Bridge owned by 
the State on which rental is now being charged. The term of the 
lease expires in 1953. The State Highway Department has estima- 
ted the cost of a replacement at, from $8,000 to $10,000, half of 
which will be the Town’s portion. It is recommended by the Select- 
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men that the Town will vote to construct the bridge over Stearns 
Brook and appropriate money to cover the cost thereof to be dis- 
tributed equally over the next four years. 


Warrant. Several of the articles in the warrant have been ex- 
plained in the above paragraphs. There are two more items that 
are worthy of further explanation as follows: 


1. The relinquishing of ownership of the Town sewer at West 
Milan to the present users. During 1952, some maintenance was 
required on this sewer. It is expected that further maintenance 
of a larger amount will be required in 1953 and successive years. 
This is the only sewer owned by the Town and serves a limited 
few. In all fairness to the majority of the people who have no 
sewer at the Town expense, the voters should decide if the Town 
should relinquish ownership of this sewer to the present users. 


2. The discontinuance of roads as open highways subject to 
gates and bars. There are several class VI roads, with no per- 
manent residences located thereon, within the town, many of 
which need extensive repairs to bridges and abutments. Until 
these roads are officially discontinued as open highways, the Town 
can be held liable for accidents or injuries caused on or by faulty 
bridges, etc. Six of these roads are included in the warrant for 
discontinuance. By such discontinuance these roads will be open 
to travel by any person or persons at his or their own risk. They 
will also remain open as access roads for fighting forest fires. If 
these roads are not discontinued, the budget must be increased 
next year and in future years to provide for new bridges, abut- 
ments and repairs which may be extensive in nature. 


The Selectmen are and will remain neutral on the above 
articles. They are inserted in the warrant for decision by the 
voters as a possible means of saving tax dollars, thereby reducing 
some future budget. 


Budget. The budget, except for the school money, for the ensuing 
year 1953 was prepared by the Selectmen with the help of a 
committee. The amounts as shown in this Town Report, represent 
the minimum required to transact the Town’s business, and to 
meet the financial obligations conducive to good Town Govern- 
ment. During 1952 actual expenditures exceeded actual or poten- 
tial revenues by approximately $880. (The Comparative Statement 
shows a net overrun of $2,283.95, but this amount was reduced by 
greater than estimated receipts from the State plus the overlay.) 
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The net deficit of approximately $800 was absorbed by the Town, 
a condition that cannot continue in future years without an article 
in the Warrant to cover the previous year’s deficit. To insure 
adequate funds, without an appreciable overrun or surplus, every 
voter should carefully analyze each and every item of the proposed 
budget and vote for an appropriation sufficient, but not too large, 
to cover the purpose for which intended.

Report of Superintendent 


To the Superintending School Committee and the Citizens of the 
Milan School District. 


FOREWORD 


In making this report I would like to depart from a practice 
which has been used for several years. I shall quote two brief 
paragraphs and give the author and date of each article. It has 
seemed to me that some times we, of this generation, are unwilling 
to admit that things have changed. We are inclined to remember 
the “good old days”. I hope that as you read the following para- 
graphs you will ponder the contents and especially note the date 
when each was written. 


“Tt seems to me that the cardinal defect of modern education 
systems is, that they demand too much from their victims; they 
bind down the weary brain to the study of half a dozen ISMS and 
a score of OLOGIES, until a smattering is obtained of many 
branches of knowledge, but a profound acquaintance with none. 
Now-a-days we produce few scholars, but a host of elaborate little 
dunces!” This was written by H. W. Davenport Adams sometime 
prior to 1886. 


“New materials and new inventions have now transformed our 
society into its final phase, for scientific inventions can take us 
only a little further” is the statement attributed by the U. S. Com- 
missioner of the Interior in 1875. 

To live solely in the past is a great mistake. The changes that 
are going on around us call for an alert state of mind and flexible 
policies whether it be in the school of life or the life of school. 


TEACHERS 


There were two changes in the teaching staff of the district 
during the summer months. Mrs. Majel Forrest was employed 
to teach grades 5-8 at West Milan, replacing Bessie Stiles. 
Mildred Young replaced Barbara Potter as teacher for grades 3-5 
at the Milan Village School. The other teachers are: Avis Croteau, 
Principal—grades 6-8 and Marion Armstrong, grades 1-2 at Milan 
Village; and Fannie Mullins, Principal—grades 1-4 at West Milan. 


TUITION 
In September 1952 we had 30 enrolled at Berlin High School. 
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Of these; 5 are Seniors, 6 are Juniors, 4 are Sophomores and 
15 are Freshmen. With 14 in grade 8 at Milan it would seem 
that we might expect an increase in the number of tuition pupils 
next year. The tuition rate at Berlin for 1952-53 is $225.00 per 
pupil. 

BUILDINGS AND EQUIPMENT 


During the summer months the usual minor repairs, improve- 
ments and summer cleaning were completed. The two buildings 
are in fairly good physical condition in spite of the fact that the 
West Milan School was built many years ago. 

The most significant improvement along the line of text books 
was the adoption of a new Arithmetic series, grades 3-8, and the 
change to the new basal reading series in grade 1. 


NOTES ON THE BUDGET 


The School Board’s total budget for 1953-54 is $32,470.68 as 
compared with a budget of $32,361.50 which was voted for 1952-53. 
The 1952-53 budget included the special appropriation of $1,500 
for high school transportation. 

Some of the items in the budget are slightly higher than for 
the preceding year due to the anticipated higher costs all along 
the line. However, most of the increase is to be found in the items 
of transportation, tuition and salaries. 

The budget is to be reduced by an estimated income of $1,500 
from the National School Lunch Fund and by the amount the 
district will receive from State Aid. (Milan received $4,809.85 in 
November 1952.) 


SCAT oa BC 


The School Board has been requested to introduce into the 
Warrant a special article regarding high school transportaion. You 
will recall that the district has appropiated $1.00 per week per 
child for the past five years. The amount appropriated for 1952-53 
was $1,500.00.

ENROLLMENT AND ATTENDANCE 

There are, at this writing, 123 in the two schools; 46 at West 
Milan and 77 at Milan Village. This figure represents a decrease 
of seven from the corresponding period a year ago. 

The percentages of attendance were again rather low, The 
Milan Village primary with 93.20 was the highest but still fell far 
short of the 97 per cent which is considered as commendable. The 
close cooperation of the pupils and parents is necessary if we are 
to improve our attendance marks. 

There were but 41 cases of tardiness for the two schools 
during the entire year. The West Milan Primary and the Milan 
Village grammar rooms lead in this respect with but two tardi- 
nesses for the school year 1951-52. This is an especially noteworthy 
record. 


TRANSPORTATION 
The transportation for both high school and elementary school 
pupils has been carried on by Donald Hodgdon. This year is the 
first year on his new 3-year transportation contract. 
The appropriation for high school transportation was $1.00 
per child per week. 


CONCLUSION 

It is always gratifying to note the regard that individual 
citizens and local organizations have for their schools. Your 
interest in the well being of the entire school system, your support 
and your cooperation are most cheering. 

I take this opportunity to again express my appreciation to 
the members of the School Board, parents, teachers and friends 
for the interest and support they have given to the schools during 
the past year.
